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Texas Power & Light Company’s 34 
percent rate increase proposal will 
meet public fire for the first time 
Monday. 
The City Council has called a public 
hearing for 7:30 p.m. on the firm ’s 
request for a 38.8 percent increase in 
residential rates, 40.2 percent in­ 
crease in school rates, 37.8 percent 
increase in municipal rates, 25.9 
percent increase in commercial rates 
and 24.9 percent increase in industrial 
rates 
Local Manager Jim Taylor believes 
the increase would bring in an ad­ 
ditional $135 million in revenues as a 
result of conservation measures. He 
said the company’s adjusted gross 
revenue would increase only 27 
percent with the 34-percent rate in­ 
crease 
The company is in the process of 
phasing out the use of natural gas for 
the generation of electricity and going 
to lignite and nuclear power, Taylor 
explained. The fuel cost is less ex­ 
pensive but the cost of building lignite

plants is three times as great as gas- 
fueled plants and the cost of nuclear 
plants is six times as great as the 
conventional plants 
Taylor also cites a m ajor con­ 
struction program, the installation of 
pollution-control devices and the 
maintenance of a AAA bond rating in 
his bid for the rate increase. 
Council members are expected to 
suspend the rates for 120 days as 
allowed by the Texas Public Utilities 
Commission and authorize the Texas 
Municipal League to act on behalf of 
the city in the rate case.

Having A Lousy Day? 
Chart The Biorhythms

Did you ever have “just one of those 
days?’’ 
Sometimes it seems as if everything 
goes wrong. You dent the fender on 
the new car, blow up at a co-worker at 
the office, and just can’t seem to pull 
your thoughts together. 
Maybe your biorhythms are on a 
triple low. 
Biorhythm, the scientific study of 
life cycles, have been the preoc­ 
cupation of Williams High School 
biology 
teacher 
Dr. 
Morris 
Maniscalco for some 13 years. In 
addition to his teaching duties, Dr. 
Maniscalco works as a private bio­ 
consultant for others interested in 
charting their life cycles. 
“What biorhythms imply is that we 
are well aware of the ups and downs— 
the fluctuating, repeatable things— 
that we experience,” he said. “ In the 
last decade, biorhythm has become a 
science of the average individual.” 
According to Dr. 
M aniscalco, 
biorhythms can be described as in­ 
ternal clocks working in the physical, 
emotional and intellectual being of 
each person. Each of these aspects 
has different rhythms or cycles which 
begin “ticking” at birth. 
The physical rhythm is 23 days in 
length and influences those physical 
things such as strength, aggression 
and endurance. The emotional cycle is 
28 days in duration and affects 
feelings, moodiness and sensitivity. 
The intellectual rhythm influences 
mental activity and is 33 days in 
length. 
“These cycles start clicking off 
together at birth,” explained the 
instructor, who holds a PhD. 
in 
education, “ but because of the 
varying lengths they begin to fluc­ 
tuate at different intervals along a 
base line or level. 
“Days above the level are high or 
good days—days in which the person 
is full of vitality and able to ac­ 
complish difficult tasks with ease,” he 
continued. “Days below the base level 
are low or bad days. During these 
days, excessive energy 
is 
at 
a 
minimum and it takes much effort to 
complete easy tasks.” 
When the cycles move from a high 
to a low energy level or from a low to a 
high energy level, a “critical” point is 
reached. Dr. Maniscalco noted that 
scientific research shows that at that 
time, the availability of useful energy 
above the basic requirement of the 
cells is almost non-existent. 
“The individual is prone to more 
physical, emotional and intellectual 
errors during this tim e,” he ex­ 
plained, adding that research has 
shown that 80 percent of automobile 
accidents occur when people are at 


“ lows” or “criticals.” 
The bio-consultant stressed that 
biorhythm should not be used to guide 
one’s life, but to help the individual in 
making certain decisions. 
“Thus, the purpose of knowing one s 
biorhythm is to plan activities of work 
and play for a fuller and more en­ 
joyable life,” he commented. 
Biorhythm can even be used in 
determining the sex and birthdate of a 
child before it is born 
The membrane around the female 
egg is acid at certain points in the 
biorhythmic chart and base at others, 
explained the biology teacher Since 


the X sperm cell (which produces a 
female) is acid and the Y (which 
produces a male child) is base, it is 
possible to check the biorhythmic 
chart at the time of conception and 
calculate which sperm cell was ac­ 
cepted by the egg, and thus, if a baby 
girl or boy will be born. 


lf ii is decided that the baby is 
female, then it will be born on the date 
when 
an 
emotional critical 
falls 
closest to 280 days after conception. If 
the baby is a boy, it will be born on a 
physical critical.

The big offender in adults is the 
Rhinovirus since it causes 70 per­ 
cent of adult infections and at least 
35 percent of 
the problems 
in 
children. But out of the IOO different 
strains, no one strain will account 
for more than a small percentage 
of colds. 
What's more colds seem to be 
strongly seasonal 'with three dif­ 
ferent waves. The first wave hits in 
September just after school starts, 
the second period is in mid winter, 
and the third is in the spring. Here 
in Plano it seems that over the 
years there is a period of three 
weeks before or three weeks after 
Christmas that is a bad period but 
Feb. is the worst month of all.

Some states are born, some achieve 
stateness and some have stateness thrust 
upon them 
Opposition to thrusting statehood on 
Puerto Rico came from two directions It 
cam e from Puerto Rico, where a lot of 
folks preferred independent or continued 
commonwealth status. And it came from 
the 50 existing states, where some people 
felt that a 51st star would mess up the flag 
The latter group figured the only way to 
spangle the banner to 
accommodate 
Puerto Rico would be with one row of 51 
stars, three rows of 17 stars. 17 rows of 
three stars or three rows of nine stars and 
three rows of eight stars. 
And that might not be as symmetrical or 
as pleasing to the eye as the present 
arrangem ent of five rows of six stars and 
four rows of five stars. 
There is. however, a compromise that 
the (’arter adm inistration might wish to 
consider in event it picks up the statehood 
ball dropped by Ford. 
The option I have in mind would placate 
both those who favor independence rather 
than statehood for Puerto Rico and those 
who wish to retain a 50-star flag Here’s 
how it would work: 


51-Star Flag 
Puerto Rico would be admitted to the 
union as an independent state. 
Then, rather than an extra star being 
added to the flag, the island’s special 
status as an independent state would be 
recognized by marking the last star in the 
bottom row with an asterisk 
The asterisk would refer to a footnote 
explaining Puerto Rico s status on the 
bottom stripe 
The mechanics of that arrangem ent 
might seem a big awkward at first, but 
essentially the independent state would be 
patterned after the congressional pay 
raise system 
As one of his last acts before leaving 
office this week. Ford proposed a nice little 
pay raise for members of Congress,

Nonetheless, the American Civil Liberties Union and 
others made desperate efforts to save Gilmore by arguing 
that the death penalty is barbaric, inhuman and uncivilized. 
Their extra-legal appeals to “ the conscience of society’’ 
were misdirected. Lawmaking bodies, not courts, express 
the will of the public. 
And it is obvious from the actions of legislatures that it w ill 
take more than impassioned breast-beating to convince 
people that capital punishment—hard and ugly as it is—is 
not a fitting atonement for crimes such as Gary Gilmore 
committed.

The withheld information does 
not appear to have a significant value, but it becomes a 
relevant part of the new investigation to find out why these 
agencies acted as they did and what bearing, if any, the 
information might have had on the inquiry and conclusions 
of the W arren commission. 
To a lesser degree, doubts also have persisted about the 
murder of Dr. King. 
The Select Committee on Assassinations should proceed 
with caution, and the House leadership should make certain 
that it does so. The initial signs are not auspicious ... 
What the investigation requires is a patient, dogged ex­ 
ploration of any substantial questions that can be raised 
about the two assassinations. The committee will have the 
necessary funds and sufficient time. It will be under no 
pressure to meet any arbitrary tim e limit. The result will 
depend on the competence of the committee, its director and 
staff 


Whatever the outcome, and no m atter how impeccably 
stringent the investigation m ay be, not all the suspicions 
about the m urders of the President and Dr. King will be 
resolved. It is an illusion to believe that an investigation can 
reconstruct reality in every detail of momentous events. 
The need for a new investigation is far from self-evident. 
But now that it is going forward, what the American people 
deserve is an inquiry that is as rigorous and credible as 
possible

Question: Last year we received a credit on our taxes for 
each exemption we took. Is the credit still good for this year? 
Answer: Yes, in fact, you may be eligible for more of a 
credit this year than you were last year. The Revenue Ad­ 
justment Act of 1975 (the act passed before the most recent 
act of November 1976) included a credit equal to the greater 
of $35 per qualifying exemption or two percent of the first 
$9000 of taxable income ($180). This applied for the first six 
months of 1976. 
The new act extends this general tax credit for the second 
six months of 1976 and for calendar year 1977.

Question: We do not have enough deductions to file the 
long form Has there been any changes in the short form that 
we should be aw are on 
Answer: Definitely! For one thing, the old tables are gone 
and everyone must use the same table This will require you 
to compute your taxable income. In doing so. you will have to 
know what the standard deduction is. 
The Revenue Adjustment Act of 1975 raised the minimum 
standard deduction for single returns to $1700 and $2100 for 
joint returns; the percentage standard deduction was raised 
to 16 percent, and the maximum standard deduction was 
raised to $2400 for single returns and $2800 for joint returns. 
The changes applied only to the first six months of 1976, 
but the act of November, 1976 m akes these changes per­ 
manent for the standard deductions.

Says IRS 
Records Important 


When some taxpayers 
receive their Federal in­ 
come tax refund checks, 
they immediately toss out 
their records and breathe a 
sigh of relief, thinking they 
have “escaped” a tax audit 
for another year. 
Still others may fill their 
attics with cancelled checks, 
afraid that the Internal 
Revenue Service will “come 
calling” 20 years after the 
return is filed. 
Which group of taxpayers 
has the right recordkeeping 
philosophy? According to the 
IRS, neither one. While the 
first group suffers from a

false—and possibly, costly— 
sense of security, the second 
group worries too much. 
Why? The IRS explains 
that receiving a tax refund 
means only that initial 
processing of the return has 
been completed. Because of 
the large number of returns 
processed, several months 
may pass before an audit 
takes place. 
A tax return can be 
audited at any time before 
the statute of limitations 
expires. That usually hap­ 
pens three years from the 
time the return is due or 
filed. 
So 
throwing 
out 
tax 
records when the refund 
arrives could result in a very 
expensive tax audit. Good, 
orderly records can sub­ 
stantiate expense of income 
items and back up itemized 
deductions. And the law 
requires that records be kept 
for at least as long as the 
statute of lim itations is 
running. 
But 
it 
really 
is 
not 
necessary to keep all those 
records forever, at least for 


tax purposes. Those that 
should be held are the ones 
that will be needed to verify 
items on the return past the 
three-year 
statute. 
For 
example, property records 
should be kept for as long as 
they are useful in deter­ 
mining the basis of the 
original or replacem ent 
property. Records relating 
to the purchase of a home 
certainly 
fall 
into 
this 
category. 


While the law does not 
specify the types of records 
taxpayers should keep, the 
IRS suggests that receipts, 
cancelled checks, bills and 
other written documents are 
helpful. Retaining copies of 
the returns themselves also 
may prove beneficial.

In the year 1064 there were 
people living in pit houses to 
the north and east of the San 
Francisco Peaks, the highest 
mountains in Arizona. 
One day they noticed the 
earth rumbling and a pilar of 
smoke to the north. At night 
there was the glow of fire 
and day and night, ash fell 
upon them. Whatever was 
happening was too terrifying 
to stay around to watch. 
They fled. 
We know what scared 
these people. It was the 
youngest eruption of the San 
Francisco Peaks Volcanic 
Field. From a new vent, 
fiery globs of molten lava, 
cinders and ash were being 
blown “ sky high.” The 
headier objects fell around 
the vent, building a mass of 
sr uking black rocks and 
cinders. 
After perhaps five years or 
so it stopped. A 1,000-foot- 
high cinder cone had been 
formed and the land about — 
for hundreds of square miles 
—was covered with a layer 
of black ash. 
In the declining years of 
activity, hot springs and 
vapors continued to seep 
from 
inside the earth. 
Around the rim of the crater 
the cinders were stained 
with minerals, causing it to 
glow with the hues of a 
perpetual sunset. 
This 1,000-foot crater is 
now preserved for your 
enjoyment by your govern­ 
ment as the Sunset Crater 
National Monument. 
To help you better un­ 
derstand what you see at 
Sunset Crater, the National 
Park Service operates a 
Visitor Center about two 
miles west of the crater 
amid the Bonito Lava Flow. 
If you’re 
entering 
the 
Monument at the southern 
end of the loop road, you will 
come to it about two miles in 
after you turn off U.S. 89. If 
you’re coming south on the 
loop road, from Wupatki 
National Monument, you 
should pass up the urge to 
stop at the crater, visiting 
the Visitor Center first. 
Here are exhibits and 
trained personnel Milo will 
tell you about the great 
forces that brought this into 
being. After you’ve seen 
these exhibits you’ll be 
prepared to continue —or 
backtrack — to the foot of 
Sunset Crater and walk the 
Lava Flow Nature Trail and 
see, firsthand, a volcanic 
crater that’s so new it has 


the appearance of having 
barely cooled. 
The Trail is a loop that 
begins and ends at the 
parking area. Here you pick 
up a booklet that explains, 
through the use of numbered 
stakes, what you see. It leads 
you to spatter cones, lava 
drag 
m arks, 
volcanic 
blisters, a lava tube, and the 
squeezeups—jagged dikes of 
lava formed when molten 
rock was forced through 
cracks in the earth’s sur­ 
face. 
Except for the trees and 
plants that have gained a 
foothold amid the cinders 
and lava, Sunset C rater 
looks much like it did when 
the Indians got enough 
courage to comeback after 
the eruption ceased. Don’t 
rush 
through 
this 
ex­ 
perience. Take your time. 
Try to imagine what the 
eruption was like and how it 
affected those people living 
at the foot of San Francisco 
Peak over 900 years ago. 
Other visiting sites in­ 
clude: 
W u p a t k i 
N a t i o n a l 
Monument, 18 miles north on 
the Loop Rd. the ruins of a 
large pueblo that flourished 
after the eruption ceased. 
Walnut Canyon National 
Monument, about IO miles 
east of Flagstaff off 1-40: a 
400-foot deep, steep-walled 
canyon with cliff dwellings 
that were already a settled 
community when Sunset 
Crater erupted. 
The Museum of Northern 
Arizona, 
just 
north 
of 
Flagstaff on U.S. 180, the 
scenic route to the South 
Rim of the Grand Canyon. 
Archeological, geologic and 
special exhibits of great 
interest to all ages. Closed 
Dec. 24 to March but after 
Jan. 5 it can be seen by 
appointment if you’re in­ 
terested. Free. 
The Pioneer Historical 
Museum, near the Museum 
of Northern Arizona. Open, 
free of charge, from April 16 
to Sept. 30. 
Sunset C rater National 
Monument is located in 
north-central Arizona, about 
12 miles north of Flagstaff. 
The entrance road runs east 
from U.S. 89. From Sunset 
Crater, this road continues 
18 miles to Wupatki National 
Monument, then returns to 
U.S. 89, intersects about 14 
miles north of the Sunset 
Crater entrance or about 26 
miles north of Flagstaff. 
This scenic route adds only 


22 miles to your trip if you’re 
“ goin’ 
by,” 
but 
offers 
rewards U.S. 89 can’t match. 
Flagstaff offers a wide 
range of overnight ac­ 
commodations. If your visit 
is 
during

make advance reservations 
or at least plan to look early 
for a room for the night. This 
is a very popular tourist 
area. 
Bonito Campground is in 
adjacent Coconino National 
Forest but is managed by the 
National Park Service. It is 
directly across the Loop 
Road from the Sunset Crater 
Visitor Center. There are 
only 44 sites and in the 
summer months, they are 
generally filled by 5 p.m. No 
reservations are accepted. It 
is operated from April I to 
Nov. I. 
There are no food con­ 
cessions in the Monument. 
Nearest dining or snack 
facilities are in Flagstaff 
and Gray Mountain. There 
are three picnic areas along 
the Loop Road. 
Have a 
picnic with us. 
Sunset Crater is at an 
elevation of 7,000 feet. 
Summers are pleasantly 
mild but you will need a 
jacket 
at 
night. 
Thun­ 
derstorm s occur almost 
daily in July and August. 
They never last long—but 
bring your raincoat anyhow. 
Winters are cold! Heavy 
snow is common—enough 
that the Monument is oc­ 
casio n ally tem p o ra rily 
closed. 
The most pleasant days of 
the year come in September 
and October. Except on 
weekends, you might even 
have the Monument to 
yourself. 
Spring is accompanied by 
high winds that can make a 
visit unpleasant. If you’re 
thinking spring, check with 
the weather bureau for Mind 
forecasts. 
W i n t e r s —wi t h 
t h e 
covering

snow—are 
beaitiful. But come prepared 
for winter driving! 
During the summer the 
Monument is quite crowded. 
It is always open—except 
when snow closes the road— 
but the Visitor Center is 
closed on Thanksgiving, 
Christmas and New Year’s 
Day. 
Should you have ideas 
about climbing about the 
Bonito Lava Flow, think 
again. It’s as sharp as razor 
blades.

The Plano Public Library is in the business of serving 
people. Our job is to gather books and educational materials 
and make them available to the community. 
If our borrowers would have had to purchase the books and 
services they received from us free, they would have spent 
over $1.5 million. 
You borrowed 183,451 books. Buying them at our price 
($8.32), you could have spent $1,526,312.30. 
You listened to 2,4% of our recordings and saved 
$14,926.08. 
You used 4328 magazines. You could have paid 75 cents 
each for them, but we saved you $3246. 
You hung 760 art prints in your home or office. You could 
have spent more than $30,400. 
We circulated 187 educational toys for your children and 
you saved $2651.66. 
We secured 523 inter-library loans for you. Some books 
were not available for purchase for any price, but you could 
have spent at least $4351.36. 
We answered 12,521 reference and research questions (vou 
saved more if you used the telephone) and saved you $62,605 
A total of 218 adults learning to read better took 107 
lessons. Private tutors could have cost them $2180. 
Our meeting room was used by 421 groups. The value was 
$10,525. 
Thirty-nine groups and classes toured the library, it could 
have cost $780 
We showed 404 films. You saved $808 Film programs were 
presented to 2740 people at the library, lf they had gone lo 
the theater, it would have cost them more than $2740 
At least 2540 children attended Story Times that could 
have cost more than $2794. 
Our Outreach Program was presented to 6771 children, 
saving you $67,710. 
We presented 403 programs to school groups that could 
have cost $11,840.14. 
These services could have cost a total of $1,743,869.30 or 
more, but the total cost to the people of Plano was only 
$116,696. 
The Plano Public Library gave you a $14.94 dividend on a 
$2.64 investment. Your library is a money-saving institution

Dear Dr. Greenstone: How do you teach a child to be 
honest? 
Dear Reader: Teach honesty, honestly. When you express 
yourself, be honest and say what you mean It is very dif­ 
ficult to effectively teach a child to be honest, if his parents 
do not act honestly. Diadactic instruction concerning the 
need for honesty in one's life has only limited effect on the 
developing youngster, compared to the effect obtained by 
observing one s parents living their everyday lives in a 
truthful and straight forward manner. 
Honesty then becomes a mode for living, rather than a 
concept that is imposed from without. How many times do 
we as parents expound on the necessity for telling the truth, 
only to be overheard by our child relating a falsehood, and 
rationalizing why we are doing it. We sav. “ But I had to say 
that, 
or “ It was just a ‘white1 lie," or “ Don't correct your 
father. We are adults, and you are just a child and do not 
understand such things.” 
Often, the truth of the m atter is that much like the child, 
we did not want to face and handle that which the truth 
might have caused. It was easier and quicker to deal 
dishonestly and to justify such behavior, than to act in a 
responsible and realistic way. 
The lessons taught here are just as powerful as those 
taught by honest behavior. They often become ingrained in 
the mind of the child, and as a m atter of course, his behavior 
follows suit. We scold and rebuke his lack of honesty. 
Perhaps, we should examine our own daily behavior to find 
the source. 
Often, kids do not tell the truth because they are not 
allowed to tell the truth. Sometimes, the truth is not what we, 
as parents, want to hear, and so we reject it out-of-hand If 
we feel pain at its expression, we may deny the truth, and 
resent the teller. Further, it may also be so that at times, we 
disallow honesty in a child as he is attempting to interpret 
his own senses. A disservice follows. 
Johnny may fall and hurt his knee. His expressions of pain 
are heard. How many times do we reply, “ Oh, that really 
doesn’t hurt. That is nothing to cry about ” The dilemma for 
the child is who to believe—his knee or his parent. The 
tragedy is that the youngster usually sides with mom and 
dad Rather than learning to know, trust, and rely upon his 
own honest interpretations of what he is experiencing, he 
prefers not to make liars of his guardians. 
Again, honesty has been betrayed. If he honestly hurt 
himself, then he should be able to express himself ac 
cooingly. If he is not allowed to learn to trust his own senses 
and to express his experiences honestly, then it may be 
continually difficult for him to be honest and open with those 
around him. 
Encourage honest behavior by being honest, and allowing 
honesty in your child. Do not create situations that en­ 
courage dishonesty. Refrain from asking questions for 
which you already have the answers. Deliberately scheming 
to catch your child in a lie, does little else but drive him 
underground. Accept his word when he gives it on an issue 
about Which you havemquired. If you discover later that he 
has riot been truthful, confront him directly and without 
delay. Let him know where you stand Express your honest 
anger and disappointment. 
The likelihood is good that, the more open and honest you 
are about your own feelings, and the more accepting you are 
of his, he will learn to be the sam e way.

BARNARD 
Economist, Federal Reserv e 
Bank of Dallas 
Texas has never ranked 
among the big manufac­ 
turing states 
Only about two-thirds of its 
industrial production comes 
from manufacturing, most 
of the rest being oil and gas 
Nationwide, manufacturing 
accounts for close to 90 
percent 
of 
the industrial 
production 
But 
m anufacturing 
is 
taking on new importance in 
Texas 
For all the increase in 
dem and, 
production 
of 
Texas crude oil 
has in­ 
creased little over the past 
ten 
years 
Production of 
natural gas has declined 
With oil and gas prices up. 
income from petroleum has 
climbed 
But 
as reserves 
dwindle. 
reducing 
the 
capacity 
to 
produce 
petroleum , m ore of the 
physical output from Texas 
industry will have to come 
from manufacturing 
Manufacturing has done 
well in taking up the slack 
That 
has 
been true in 
recession and recovery 
During 
the 
recession, 
output from manufacturing 
fell nationwide by more than 
17 percent 
In Texas, the 
drop was less than 12 per 
cent 
At the peak just before the 
dow nturn, 
output 
from 
Texas manufacturing was 
running 35 percent higher 
than the 1967 average that 
provides the base for the

seasonally adjusted Texas 
industrial production index 
prepared by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Dallas 
That was well above the 
national average 
Nation­ 
wide. m anufacturing had 
increased a little over 32 
percent since 1967 
At 
the trough 
of the 
recession, manufacturing in 
Texas was still nearly 21 
percent higher than the 
base Across the country as a 
whole, manufacturing had 
lost all but a little over nine 
percent of the gains made 
since 1967 
So far in the recovery, 
manufacturing in Texas has 


continued to stay well above 
the national average 
Not until August, a year 
and a half after the down­ 
turn. did the country ap­ 
proach its previous peak in 
manufacturing output. But 
in T exas, m anufacturing 
was fully recovered in a 
year, passing its previous 
peak last March 
With 
gains 
since, 
manufacturing in Texas has 
been pushed to new heights. 
About 37 percent higher than 
in 1967, production now is

Nationwide, 
industrial 
production was not 30 per­ 
cent higher than the base 
when the recession came.

Checklist Presented 


Do major pruning now 
during the plants' dormant 
seasons, suggests Jam es R. 
Risinger, 
Collin 
County 
Extension Agent. 
Pass the thought on to a 
friend: 
“Don’t 
top 
your 
tutees! ” Remove damaged 
vtood, rubbing limbs and 
unsightly 
growth. 
Keep 
pruning tools sharp and 
follow all major cuts (over 
one inch in diameter) with 
pruning paint. 
Other things to do during 
February include fertilizing 
all actively growing plants 
with manure or inorganic 
materials, says the county 
agent. Also, keep plants 
watered 
through 
winter, 
particularly during periods 
of extreme cold, he cautions. 
Risinger then offered the 
following list of things to do 
during February: 


1. Good time to check your 
home landscape for those 
heavy traffic areas where 
grass is difficult to maintain, 
he says. 
Consider 
using 
some form of all-weather 
surface 
as 
concrete, 
flagstone, brick or railroad 
ties. Asphalt and gravel can 
also be used if confined with 
a good edging. 
2. 
For 
those 
heavily 
shaded areas where grass 


won t grow, try a ground 
cover of living plants. 
3. Use a durable edging 
material of brick, concrete 
block, cedar, redwood, steel, 
or one of the new heavy duty 
plastic materials to separate 
the lawn area from shrub, 
ground cover or flower beds 
to 
reduce 
maintenance 
labor 
4. Check the credentials of 
any door-to-door salesman 
of 
garden 
or 
landscape 
services. If they have no 
permanent address or can 
offer no references, check 
their legitimacy with the 
Plano Chamber of Com­ 
merce or the Dallas Better 
Business Bureau. Many self- 
styled tree surgeons can’t 
tell one tree from another, 
let alone know how to care 
for them.

overnight delivery of first- 
class mail nationwide was

Volunteer workers are 
needed 
by 
many 
organizations 
and com­ 
munity services in Plano, 
and 
the 
Plano 
Service 
League 
exists 
to 
help 
provide those volunteers 
where they are most needed. 
Organized in May of last 
year, the League was started 
by five local women who 
wanted to promote volun- 
teerism and improve the 
economic, 
educational, 
cultural and civic conditions 
in the community. 
“We sat down and thought 
‘this would be a good thing 
for Plano,’ ’’ explained 
Florence Shapiro, League 
president. “We thought it 
would be a good idea to get 
people to volunteer around 
town.” 
“ The big thing we’re 
trying to do is to help Plano 
and keep our abilities in 
Plano,” added Helen Herrin, 
another League member. 
“Each member is required 
to give six hours each month 
to service in the community, 
but most give even more 
time.” 
Membership in the Plano 
Service League is by in­ 
vitation 
and there are 
currently about 24 members. 
The group decided on in­ 
vitational m embership in 
order to “get people who 
really want to work,” ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Herrin. 
When the League was 
formed, 
its 
14 
charter 
m em bers went into the 
community to find places 
that 
needed 
help 
and 
volunteers to do actual work, 
organization or publicity. 
Mrs. Shapiro said that the 
League has already made a 
significant m ark on the 
areas with which they’re 
now involved. 
Following the guidelines of 
Service Leagues across the 
country, 
the 
local 
organization 
hopes 
to 
promote 
even 
more 
volunteerism around the 
community. 
The League is currently 
planning 
to 
begin 
an 
Information and Referral 
Service 
and 
Voluntary 
Action Center which will 
help them be even more 
effective 
in 
providing 
v o lu n teers 
throughout 
Plano. 
Still 
waiting on 
con­ 
firmation of a location for 
the center, the Service 
League will help staff the 
center. It will be modeled 
somewhat after the Dallas 
office and is being financed 
by the United Way. 
“ There are 
so 
many 
people who need help and so 
many who want to help, but 
there’s no central location 
where they can go to find 
places to volunteer,” noted 
Mrs. Shapiro. “There are a 
lot of housewives who feel 
like they’d 
like to do 
something meaningful and if 
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we could prom ote more 
volunteerism we could help 
them.” 
Aside from planning the 
Action Center, the Plano 
Service League is involved 
in several 
areas of the 
community. 
One 
such 
project is POWER Inc (Pat 
O’Connor 
Workshop 
for 
E v a l u a t i o n 
a n d 
Rehabilitation). 
POWER offers evaluation, 
training and work to men­ 
tally handicapped young 
adults and is located at 1130 
E. Dallas North Pkwy. 
League mem bers began 
working with POWER last 
year and helped generate 
publicity as well as doing 


volunteer 
work 
at 
the 
workshop 
“No one knew that there 
even was a place in Plano 
helping Plano kids,” Mrs. 
Shapiro said “People would 
always go to Goodwill or 
Salvation Army and their 
things would go to Dallas 
instead of Plano. Now people 
are 
m ore 
aw are 
of 
POWER.” 
Women 
in the Service 
League 
perform 
both 
clerical and clinical work at 
the Planned Parenthood 
(’enter located in Douglass 
School. The volunteers are 
trained by the Planned 
Parenhood staff to take care 
of a variety of jobs. 


"We 
do 
just 
about 
everything,” said Helen 
Herrin. "We assist the 
doctors and nurses and deal 
directly with the girls quite a 
bit. although we don’t do any 
counseling.” 
A 
major 
project 
of 
the Plano Service League 
is Heritage House tours, 
which are given on the first 
and third Tuesdays of each 
month from 12 to 5 p.m. 
Once owned by colorful 
Ammie Wilson, H eritage 
House is located on FM 544 
near Custer Rd. and contains 
many 
antiques 
and 
memorabilia from the past 
decades. When conducting 
the tours, League members 


dress 
in 
old-fashioned 
costumes and tell interesting 
anecdotes 
about 
“ Miss 
Ammie’s” life. 
The tours are open to the 
public and the Service 
League encourages school 
and church groups, Scout 
packs and civic groups to 
take advantage of the free 
tours. League member Janie 
Christie is in charge of the 
tours and can be reached at 
423-9488 
for 
more 
in­ 
formation. 
Other areas in which the 
women are currently in­ 
volved include conducting 
bingo games once a month at 
the Plano Nursing Home,

Debutants Say They Wouldn t Do It Over Again 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Two 
of the most famous debs of 
modern times, when asked if 
they 
would 
want

elaborate coming-out parties 
as their family gave them, 
now say. in effect 
no way 
lf you’ve been around a 
few years, you will recall the 
lavish ones Henry Ford II, 
the auto m agnate, gave for 
his two daughters, Charlotte 
and Anne 
C harlotte, 
the 
older 
daughter, cam e out in 1959 at 
the Country C lub of Detroit 
at a party on which her 
father spent an estimated 
$250,000 He brought in Paris 
designer Jacques Frank to 
re-design the club in an 18th 
century French chateau 
motif Two million magnolia 
leaves w ere flown from 
M ississippi and used to 
cover the w alls of the 
corridors leading to the 
reception room 
Some 1,270 guests showed 
for the dawn to dusk affa*r 
and consumed 5,0,0 finger 
sandwiches. 2,160 scrambled 
eggs. HK) pounds of corned 
beef hash They drank 480 
bottles 
of 
1948 
vintage 
cham pagne and 720 bottlee 
of hard liquor They danced 
to Meyer Da8is' orchestra, 
which was flown from New 
York. 
Davis even penned a song 
for the 18-year-old Charlotte 
(“ five feet five, delectably 
sweet, ambitious, delicious, 
deloveliest treat, Charlotte, 
the belle of the ball ” ).

Alterations Reform Clothes 


Simple a lte ra tio n s can 
turn a poorly fitting garment 
into a “good fit,” m aking it 
more attractive and com­ 
fortable to wear, Mrs. Becky 
Gulp, 
an a rea 
clothing 
specialist, points out 
“ Fit is one of the most 
frequently listed reasons for 
buying (good fit) or not 
buying (poor fit) a garm ent. 
Influencing need for fitting 
alterations are weight gain, 
or loss, changing fashion 
trends such as hem lengths, 
individual preferences and 
fabric shrinkage.”

The following can make 
fitting alterations easier and 
more attractive: 
—Fit garm ents 
on 
the 
body right side out to get an 
idea of how the garment 
should look 
and 
because 
right and left sides of the 


body may differ. 
—Before fitting, all zip­ 
pers, buttons, snaps, belts 
and hooks and eyes should be 
completely fastened 
Also, 
w ear underg arm ents and 
shoe heel heights similar to 
ones planned to go with the 
garm ent.

Careful Shopping Encouraged 


Successful Buying Can Help Complaining

For consumers, the key to 
successful 
complaining 
about unsatisfactory goods 
and services is competent 
shopping in the first place. 
That’s the message from 
two experts, New York 
City’s consumer 
affairs 
commissioner 
and 
the 
manager 
for 
consumer 
response 
for a 
major 
m anufacturer 
of 
food 
products, 
toys, 
fashion 
merchandise, craft supplies 
and furniture. 
“Make sure everything is 
written down when you 
order,” said commissioner 
Elinor Guggenheimer in a 
telephone interview. 
“If you’re tiling the bath­ 
room, make sure the order 
says what kind of tile, how 
far up on the w'alls it should 
go. 
“Read the small print. 
Never put your name on 
anything you don’t un­ 
derstand. If you don’t un­ 
derstand something, tell (the 
salesperson) you don’t and 
take (the 
m aterial) 
to 
someone who can explain it 
to you 
Ms. Guggenheimer said it 
is especially important to 
understand warranties, to 
get a paper explaining your 
rights as a customer 
For example, find out how 
much you’ll have to pay if 
you decide to return the 
article. In New York and 
some other states, m er­ 
chants are required to post 
notices of their refund 
policy. 
If the cost of upkeep is 
involved, as with a freezer or 
other 
energy-using 
ap­ 
pliance, ask for an estimate 
so you won’t find yourself 
c o m p l a i n i n g 
a b o u t 
something you should have 
known, she said. 
In 
another 
interview, 
Doris Pooton of General 
Mills’s Consumer Center in 
Minneapolis agreed that 
specificity is vital. 
“Quite a few women give 
only their names when their 
phones are listed under their 
husbands’,” Ms. Pooton 
said. This delays responses 
by phone. 
Some writers also cause 
delays because they omit the 
zip code for the addressee 
and themselves. 
Her other suggestions: 
Save labels, tags, tickets, 
guarantees, warranties and 
sales receipts. Keep them 
with either the cancelled 
check you used for payment 
or the date, amount and 
cancellation 
information. 
Send photostats of these with 
your complaint, never the 
originals. 
If an article proves un­ 
satisfactory, 
follow 
in­ 
structions in the guarantee 
or warranty for getting in 
touch with the manufac­ 
turer. 
If no instructions came 
with the merchandise, either 
return it in person to the 
store where you bought it, 
avoiding rush hours, lunch 
and closing times, or phone 
to ask what procedure to 
follow. 
Keep calm. 
Keep notes of the name of 
each person you deal with, 
from your original com­ 
plaint through any follow- 
ups. 


If your gripe concerns a 
mail order, outline the 
problem in a letter to the 
company and say what you 
expect done about it. Ask if 
the 
product 
should

returned and, if so, how. If

“If you have a landlord 
problem, you may want to 
check first by phone to make 
sure you’re dealing with the 
right agency Its often hard 
to keep track of who’s doing 
what.” 
Once you have located the

Patience helps, she added, 
because in some cases an 
inspector must be sent to 
verify a complaint before 
action can be started.

DEAR READERS — Judging by the inquiries perhaps 
the all time favorite Pointer sent in during the years this 
column has been printed was one sent in by a reader in 
Canada who had knitted a sweater out of old nylon hose. 
What a way to use up those old hose and have a sweater 
for practically nothing. 
DEAR POLLY — What do you do with your old wornout 
nylon hose9 Buy a box of color remover and follow the direc­ 
tions on the box to remove the color from the old nylons. Dye 
them (seamless hose are preferred) the desired color When 
dry cut off the feet and tops Then, beginning at the top. cut 
each stocking into one long strip three-fourths of an inch wide, 
cutting round and round Pull these nylon strips a bit to make 
them narrow and wind into balls (pulling slightly as you wind 
will be sufficient). Knit into a lovely and different looking 
sweater using large needles 
I proceeded to make such a sweater and learned quite a bit 
as I went along and want to add that advice to those who might 
attempt this “fun” job Do not use hose with wide runs or the 
sweater will have thin spots. The hose should ALL be seamed 
or seamless and all sheer or all service weight for an even 
look. For another sweater I would cut the strips wider-even an 
inch and a quarter. 
Those who knit know how hard it is to estim ate how much 
wool will be used for a certain project and the same runs true 
here so I think — it is safer to dye the sweater AFTER it is 
knitted I removed the drab tan shades with color remover and 
found the hose were then varying shades of blue green so not 
so ugly to work on and AFTER it was knitted it was dyed a gay 
cherry red 
It was easier to cut the hose evenly when a rolled magazine 
was slipped inside each one and the strips were tacked 
together as they were wound into balls. The strips curl slightly 
which makes them more like yarn as one knits 
The nylon slipped badly on aluminum or steel needles so 
wooden needles worked best Make a four inch sample square 
to determine the number of stitches to the inch and the 
number of rows in an inch so you can adjust knitting to your 
selected pattern. Do not use a fancy stitch — just knit every 
row or knit a row and then purl a row, etc. 
Mine is a Chanel type, loose hanging cardigan with no purl­ 
ing at the bottom or to edge the sleeves. I put on black velvet 
cording down the front edges, around the neck and to edge 
both the bottom of the sleeves and the sw eater Black velvet 
“ frogs” were added for fasteners. 
Perhaps some of you may be wearing one of these as you 
read this and we hope others will be inspired to try it Talk 
about your conversation pieces — this IS one. — POLLY 
DEAR POLLY — If you want to paint stairs and must use 
them meanwhile paint every other step and let them dry 
thoroughly and then paint the remaining steps.
